In connection with the coal strike, the Gazelte publishes a series 
of drastic regulations of a most.extensive scope, giving the Govern- 
ment power to take possession of and requisition food, forage, land, 
coal, coal mines, ho scx, vehicles, tramways, light railways, canals, 
and their equipment ; regulate: road transport; limit or prohibit the 

. .transport of any goods; regulate traffic at the ports and harbours;

regulate the distribution, price and use of coal, gas, water, electricity 
and petrol ; prohibit, in-aay area, the buying, selling or possession 
of firearms, drilling, meetings or processions ; and employ His 
Majesty's forces in any.service of vital importance to the community.

It 
was yiewed with satisfaction by 
ove of the defendants, in view. 
of the handsome dowry which the 
event would bring, and with equal 
agreement by the other party, 
both of whom werg in a haste to 
see matterscometoahead. One, 
however, contended that the girl 
was too young to marry ‘at least 
until the eighth moon, while the. 
other pressed for an early 
realisation ‘of the matrimonial 
contract for fear that the girl 
might run away or elope with 
another man and thus deprive the 
prospective bridegroom of the $39 
dowry which he had settled on 
her in the form of jewellery and 
other property. The Secretary 
for Chinese Affairs was appealed 
to for his arbitration, and it was 
decided by that official that the 
decision to hold the marriage 
ceremony in the eighth moon 


‘should be upheld, and that in: the 


meanwhile’ a photograph of the 
prospective bride should be taken 
and confided to the bridezroom’s 
mother .as a token of. good 
faith. Retaining her doubts as to 
tha effectiveness of this arrange- 
ment, the -young man’s mother 
believed that it would be better if 
she were. to bring the girl by 
force .back with her into the 
country, where, under her eye, 
the girl would not have any’ 
chance of shilly-shallying with 
any other’ young men than her 
son.

‘Thirty-five Convicted. 


Before Mr, R E. Lindsell at the P 


Magistracy yesterday afternoon 
thirty-five members of the crew of 
the U.S.S. Wilmington wero 
charged with disorderly — be- 
haviour in Peddor Street on the 
night of March 18th, with damag- 
ing nine tumblers and two glasses, 
valued at $3.50, the property of 
the Hongkerg Hotel, aid with

Mr. N. White (Steward of the 
Hongkong Hotel), Stoker Wm. 
Hart and five other British blue- 
jackets, ; 

Accompanying his Warship on 
the bench was Mr. T. Miller, 
American Vice-Consul. ; 

Mr. T. M. Hazlerigg (Assistant 
Crown S:licitor), prosecuted, and 
there were present Mr. E. D. C. 
Welfe (Captzin Sugerintcndent of 
Police), Lt. R. D. G. Chichester 
(of H.M.S. Titania, to which the 
six Naval complainants in the 
third count belonged), and Lt.

His Worship explained the 
charges to défendants. 

Mr. Hazlerigg pointed out to 
his Worship-that the names of 
Acting-Inspector Field and Mr. 
White should have heen omitted 
from the ti.ird count. They had 
been put in by mistake. 

The charge was nsecordingly 
amenaed, 

Fnuckle Dusters and Lead Pipes. 

Opening the case, the Assistant 
Crown Solicitor said it urose over 
the disturbance already reported 
in the press, which took place at 
the Hongkong Hetel and in the 
nejghbourhocd cn the night - of 
March 18th. Tle proposed to call 
the evidence of Mr, White, the 
Steward of the Hongkong Hotel; 
and seven British Naval. ratings 
from HLM.S, Titania who would 
tentify to the fact that on the night 
in question the defendant, Koster, 
entered the public bar at 8.30, ap- 
proached seven or eight British 
raval ratings who were 
there. at the time, and spoke ta 
them. No mutice was taken of 
Koster and no argument was en- 
tered into. He went away and 
returned a few minutes later with. 
a large number of American 
sailors, who lined up on both sides 
of the bar. Koster again spoke to 
the British sailors, and receiving 
ro reply, about thirty-five cf them 
set upon the British bluejackets 
without the slightest provocation. 
The assault was of a scrious na- 
ture, continued Mr. Hazlerigg, 
from the point of view of the 
weight of numbers against the 
British ratings, who were knocked 
down and received injuries 
more or less serious. . In the course 
of the fight some of the Americans 
used picees cf iron fastened to 
leather strips, resembling knuckle- 
dusters, and at Jeast one of them 
was armet with a dangerous 
weapon in the form of a piece of 
leat piping or iren covered with 
sacking, the use of which might 
have yielded fatal results. The 
assault was .of a premeditated 
ueture. After the police had been 
sent for the Americans left the 
Hotel and walked’along Pedder 
Strect, completely blocking the 
thoroughfare and stopping traffic. 
The police cautioned them and 
followed them up Pedder Street 
end along Queen’s Road. At the 
Astor House Hotel seven of the 
rowdios jumped on the. window 
sill of the Hotel, and some of 
them. ontered “the bar. In- the

(Coatinuet from Page 2) - 
have properly; whereupon a small 
chorus wag started “Here's a—— 
policeman.

The Americans eventually left 
Pedder Street, walking along 
Queen’s Road. towards Wanchai 
Some of the Americans entered 


the bar of the Astor House Hotel, | 


and witness heard a scuffle. They 
came out again and continued on 
their way, stopping four or five 
British sailors and soldiers, two 
of them in rickshas, and putting 
several questions to them. The 
Britishers were not molested, how- 
ever.

THE CAPITAL LEVY 
IN AUSTRIA. 


Reduction for Payment 
in Advance. 


At last the Capital Tax is to he 
carried through in earnest, and 
tayments will ‘be received from 
the end of February, writes the 
Vienna correspondent of the Mav- 
chester Guardian, A reduction of 
more than 20 per cent. will be 
grantedto those payinginadvance, 
and asthe krone is worth so little, 
many people, it is expested, will 
avail themselves of this op- 
portunity to get rid of it. Tho 
tax will be levied on ail valuables, 
s'ocksr, shares, jewellery, expensive 
china, pictures, furniture, etc., 
particulorly when hought during | 
the war, also’ on cash, begin- 
ting at 30,000 kronen (in 
English money some £10), and 
rising gradually from three 
to sixty-five per cent. A person 
owning two millions (£700) will 
have to pay half of it in tax. On 
ten millions (£2,500) two-thirds 
will be levied. As usual, the 
rural profiteers, especially the. 
proprietors of soi! and immobiles, 
will be treated with great gentle- 
ness. 

The organisation is thoroughly 
bad and [ doubt very much if the 
levy will have the effect desired. 
The Social Democrats insisted 
upon it, first . because the 
“well-to-do" and profiteers ought 
to do their duty to the 
State in distress, and secondly 
because they . expect that the 
incoming paper money, which is 
to be torn up, will large'y reduce 
the circulation of banknotes, 
whereby, they hope, the value of 
the krone will be raised. Even 
if the result should be favourable, 
for which supposition there aro 
few grounds, it will make but 
little difference in the bankrupt 
state of Austiian finances so long 
as this country cannot export; 
sufficient to cover at least part of ; 
the imports, and so Jong as 
Austria does not receive thorough 
international help.

For its sixtioth anniversary 
dinner, held at the Midland Hotel, 
the Manchester “Association of 
Engineers hed a large muster of 
members and ~ friends: The 
President (Mr. Henry Pilling) was 
in tho chair, and the gueat of the 
evening was Lord Colwyn. 

Lord Colwyn, in proposing 
“Tho Engineering Industry,” 
said that-some of what had been 
called our “ pivotal”

in tho bands of our bitterest foe,

The book of Karl 
Marx, which in England was 
called- the Bible of tha prolo- 
tariat, was: boing studied, he 
learned, in various great towus 
by thousands of students, and its 
direct teaching was that cap- 
italism) was wrong, that the 
capitalist was a parasite. That 
teaching: was impregnating the 
minds: of some. of the finest 
young men whom Labour 
was producing. ‘They should 
do something towards combating 
that teaching by propaganda, 
He advised young engineers, in 
view of the trade competition now 
upon us, to devote themselves 
especially to the. study of the 
Russian and Spanish languages, 
the ‘latter begause of the South 
American trade. 

WHY PRICES MUST FALL. ” 

Sir Alfred. Herbert; who ree 
sponded to the toast, said the cost 
of production, the cost of labour, 
must come down, as it was only 
a lessening of the solling price of 
goods which would stimulate 
industry. He believed that 
we had now touched the botton 
of the depression. He did not 
think that this country need be 
appalled by the industrious and 
scientific ~ qualities of the 
Germans. After all, we did beat 
Germany, with all her energy 
and brains, and we had still quite

F the Trade Unions permitted it. The Premier declared that 
«the building trades ¢ould absorb 50,000 more workers. The 
money was available, the contracts were there. the material 
was there: workers were lacking. Why. Plenty of able- 
‘bodied men who served their, country well bad earned the 
right to work, and the State, the municipalities, and 
employers. wanted them, but Trades Unions which asked 
for legislaGon for the right to work supported Unions 
which declined to allow people to take part in work hich 
was available. It was, said’ the. Premier, a sham and a 


hypocrisy. These men were being maintained hy the State, 


and yet they were anxious to work. 

Mr. Jioyd George was able, also, to show that. the 
State has done a very great deal to avert distress amongst 
those willing to work. Ile showed that. thirteen years ago 
there was ilo unemployment insurance at all. In 1909 
they had 2,000,000 insured for 7s. a week. Now they were 
*tochave 12,000,000 insured for-18s. a week. The Preinier 
- admitted that IXs. was not enough. but it was something. 
© Then be showed that up to March #1. 40,000,000 would 
have been spent in unemployment pay, whilst the Govern- 
ment had alsy allocated £28,000,000 for settling mien upon 
the land, a process that was not going on rapidly, but 
which he hoped would continue. On new arterjal’ roads 
the State and municipalities’ £10,500,000 was to provide 
mnployment for the unemployed. Then there was 
£3,000,000 allocated to Local Authorities to go on with 
rourkdipal undertakings for the benefit of the unemployed. 
. Much more, admittedly, could be done, but a perusal 
of these figures will at any rate show that, in a time of 
unexampled taxation, the Government has not been alto- 
‘gether idic. Moré blame is due to agitators who mis- 
Fepresent the fasts than to those who at any rate are doing 
something. And what we are especially glad to see is that 
the Government: is puttivg jt. to the builders that they 
Fehould insist upon a fair proportion of ex-Service men 
‘being employed upon building contracts, and if the build- 
ting trades refuse the Government is to stand behind them

been reports current in the 
Colony that the new Hotel in 
Kowloon will not materialise, 
Thie is entirely untrue, for T 
learn that.the land has just been 
secured from the Hongkong 
Government for the erection of 
the new Hotel. -[t has an area of 
about 80,000 square feet, and ‘is 
in front of Victoria View. The 
purchase price is, I believe, five 
dollars @ square foot, and it is 
stated that the Government has 
agreed to accept payment of the 
vaiue by easy instalments. The 
report to which I gave currency a 
fortnight ago that tho site of the 
new Hote! would bo immediately 
adjacent to the Post. Office at] 
Kowloon is not quite correct, 
There have been negotiations for 
that: plot of land, but apparently 
it could not be secured. From 
time to time there have been 
various speculations os‘to what 
use the land in front of Victoria 
View would be put. It was thought 
for sometime that it was being 
held by the Government with a 
view to its possible use in connec- 
tion with any railway expansion 
in future years, but latterly it 
was reported that the Governmént 
intended to lay it out as a recrea- 
tion ground for Kowloon. Pre- 
sumably, these ideas hava been 
abandoned. 
: ° o. 
The now Hotel will cost about 
three million dollars; that is, 
about two millions for the struc- 
tare, rather more than half-a 
million for the value of 
the land and another half-a 
a million for furnishing. It. is 
rumoured that the Board of 
Directors of the Hongkong Hotel 
Co. will be strengthened by the 
addition of three more Directors, 
There have been speculations in 
the share market. on a report 
that the Hotel Co. will raise tho 
necessary capital by the issue. of 
new shares, so that the present 
holders of shares on the books of 
the. Company would have an 
opportunity of participating on a 
preferential basis in the new 
issue, This I do not think 
likely, butitis the belief that such 
a procedure would be adopted that 
has given the price of the shares 
a fillip recently. | 


What may possibly happen is 
that the Hotel Mansions will be 
sold to secure the necessary 
funds for the erection of the new 
Hotel at’ Kowloon. In fact, an 
‘overture has, J hear, been made 
by the Land Investment Company 
for the purchase of the Hotel 
Mansions, and it wil! not surprise 
me to learn that it has been decid- 
ed by the Directors of the Hong- 
kong Hotel Company todispose of 
this property, In this connection, 
I may recall that the Directors a 
couple of years ago converted the 
Hotel Mansions into cffices, 
evidently working on the 
idea that the demand for hotel 
‘accommodation after: the War 
would be small, at least from the 
touring public. So they gave notice 
to the residents of the Mansions 
and concluded leases with offices 
for the tenancy of the different 
It has not yet transpired 
what’ money the Land Invest- 
ment Company: has offered the 
Hongkong Hotel Company for 
Hote! Mansions, but it’ is almost 
certain that it will be enough to 
pay for the cost of the Hotel's 


new venture in Kowloon,

Tho sale of the Hotel Mansions 
would be a big transaction, giving 
point to my remarks that there 
is at present a lot of money out- 
side for investment in land, 
and incidentally the Government 
should profit from that fact with 
their old Post Office site. With 
regard to the purchase made the 
other day by, the Directors of 
Wiseman's of the premises that 
at present houses the cafe, it is 
not out of place to say that-there 
would have been buyers of that 
property at over fifty dollars a 
square foot, but the peculiar con- 
ditions of purchase, namely, that 
the landlord ‘could not eject 
the present tenants, many of 
whom have four years’ leases with 
the Land Investment. Company, 
frightened buyers away. The 
leases with the present tenants of 
Wiseman’s building do not provide 
for the leases being congidered 
null and vaid in the avent of the 
property being sold. In the light 
of these facta, it must. be stated 
that the Dirootora of Wiseman’a 
have secured a bargain, as there 
hava been and are buyers of the 
land at higher prices. . '
